THE SALARY LAW. 


There will be a determined effort 
made to repeal thewalary law at this 
session of the Legislature. Nearly 
every county at the East will strongly 
urge a change, contending that it has 
worked a great hardship on taxpayers. 
Last January the Gazerre took the 
trouble to go over the county records 
for two years. One year of the time 
reviewed was while we were workiog 
under the free system, and the other 
under the salary law. We found that 
in 1881 the county had a balance of 
$7,979 in favor cf the present system. 
Members of the Legislature wishing to 
review our statement, made in detail 
at that time, with editorial comment, 
will find the paper on file at the State 
Library. It was published in Vol. 
XII, No. 90, on January 16, 1882, 
and will justify a careful examination. 
Ormsby county has saved in two years 
about $15,000 by this law and before 
its repeal County Clerks of the several 
counties should send their delegations 
an itemized account of the work per- 
formed and cost of doing it for, say, 
four years. In that way the Leg- 
islature can act understandingly and 
if the law does, as is claimed, work 
a hardship it can be repealed or modi- 
fied. Washoe is satisfied and would 
régret to see it modified. 


EDITORIAL NOTES. 


A maa io Boise City proposes that 
if ne is given the exclusive right to 
sell sp:rituous liquors in that towa he 
will agree to pay all the indebtedness 
of the city and school district, and 
forever keep up a first-class public 
school sufficient to educate all the 
children, pay a good liberal salary to 
every preacher for every church in the 
city, and build anew church every 
five years. Though the proposition 
was iotended for a joke, it would 
doubtless prove a bonanza. There are 
thousands of men who would give 
bonds to carry out such a contract. 


Seventy-two persons committed sui- 
cide in San Francisco in 1882 from 
these causes: Intemperance, 22; pov- 
erty, 15; temporary insanity, 11; 
financial embarrassment, incurable 
disease, physical suffering, 6 each; do- 
mestic troubles and fear of arrest for 
crimes, 3 each; business disuppoint- 
ment and disappointment in love, 2 
each; jealousy, 1.

He is said 
to have called in General Wright, 
Chief of Engineers, and asked him to 
make out u list of appropriations not 
in the interest of commece and navi- 
gation. Wright looked surprised and 
said he knew of nosuch appropriations, 
and asked to be excused from the 

rformavce of any such duty. 

hen the Secretary directed a 
subordinate to go over the bill and 
indioate appropriations that seemed to 
be of no earthly use outside of the 
Congressional districts in which they 
were located, and this list was sent to 
Congress to-day. In order to vindi- 
cate themselves, the committee intend 
to pulverize Secretary Lincoln by 
demonstrating the vital importance of 
all streams, slips and mill ponds for 
which appropriations were made last 
year and which appeared on the Sec- 
retary's black-list.

AMERICAN DAIRYING. 
Milk and Batter Vield of Various 

Breeds. | 
The 15,000,000 milch cows in this 
country shuld and may easily be 
made to give 37,000,000 tons of milk 
per year, says a writer in Harper's. 
To reach this desirable result ensilage 
might be made to perform an import- 
aut ‘part. The total annual yield of 
corn stover in its various forms is not 
less than 120,000,000 tons per year; if 
this entire produce were converted in- 
to milk, under proper conditions of 
feeding, it would amount to 60,000,000 


tons per year, or 2,100 pounds for each 
man, woman and child in this country. 
Facts and figures given show that even 
with a yearly milk yield of less than 
5,000 pounds per cow the average 
prota may be 200 pounds of butter. 

xperience has shown that two cows 
can be kept on an acre under full feed 
throughout the year. With a milk 
yield of 5,000 to 6,000 pounds per 
cow, this would make the product 10, 
000 or 12,000 pounds of milk per acre. 
That euch results have been obtained 
encourages the hope that the general 
product of the farms will be greatly 
increased. 

Regarding the merits of the several 
breeds of cattle as milk and butter 
makers, the article says the Holsteins 
clearly outrank all others in milk, and 
the Jerseys are no less supreme in ro- 
gard to butter. It mentions nine 
Holstein cows which give a total year- 
ly yield of 144,317 pounds, or an aver- 
age of 16,118 pounds per year. The 
quantity given by each ranged from 
14,164 to 18,004 pounds. Comparing 
this with the milk yield of shorthorns, 
Devons, Ayrshires, natives aod Jer- 
seys, it is found that five exceptional- 
ly good cows, one of each of the breeds 
named, produced 56,966 pounds, or an 
average yearly product of 11,400 
pounds, ranging from 12.870 for the 
shorthorn to 9,528 pounds for the 
Jersey. 

When & similar comparison is made 
of the butter yield of the Jerseys, the 
following figures appear: 

778 pounds per year is the record 
for Darling's Eurotas. 

776 pounds for Kennerson’s Jersey 
Queen. 

704 pounds for Jersey Bell, of Sci- 
tuate, C. O. Elms. 

600 pounds, reported in Country 
Gentleman, for Jersey cow Effie. 

572 pounds for Sutliff's Pansy, Bris- 
tol, Conn. 

546 pounds for cow of Prof. Alvord. 
511 pounds for Motley's Flora, Ja- 
maica Plains, Mass. 

500 pounds for best cow of Good- 
man’s herd. 

506 pounds for grade Jersey of Wil- 
liam Dupee, Oatarie county, New 
York. 

500 pounds reported from Delhi 
Fair, by Edward Edgerton. 

Here we have an agyregate of 5,965 
pounds of butter for 10 Jerseys, mak- 
ing an average of 596 pounds per cow. 
In comparison with these figures, 
let us now take the following butier 
yields for other breeds: 

For Short. Horns, 500 pounds, re- 
ported for the Maid of Athol in Amer- 
wan Agriculturist. 

For Holsteins, 509 pounds, for Col. 
Hoffman’s Jufrou, Chemung county, 
New York. 

For natives, 485 pounds, for the 
Oakes cow of Massachusetts. 

For Devons, 480 pounds, for cow of 
W. Wilton, New Hampshire. 

For Aryshires, 380 pounds, for Hol- 
ton’s Daisy, Western New York. 

This shows an aggregate of 2,367 
pounds of butter for five cows of dif- 
ferent breeds, making an average of 
473 pounds per cow, being 120 pounds 
less than the average ot ten Jerseys, 
and 300 pounds less than the product 
of the best Jersey.

THE VALUE OF TIMBER. 


English Speculators Trying te Buy 
Government Land. 


That the value ot the great redwood 
and pine forests of the Pacific Ooast 
and the Sierra is increasing in a very 
rapid rate is manifest to every one 
who keeps his eyes open and observes 
facts. Some shrewd speculators and 
speculative companies have recently 


taken up large tracts of timber land 
in Humboldt county, Cal. An Eug- 
glish company has been trying to buy 
up from the Government, through pre- 
emptors, 100,000 acres of redwood 
timber land in that county. These 
investments, if prudently made and 
judiciously managed, will certainly be 
very protitable, and there will be ao 
long time to wait either. That so 
great a quantity of invaluable timber 
is destroyed every year by forest fires, 
kindled principally througb careless 
ness of sheepherders and hunters, is 
most lamentable. The result of such 
fires is more fatal ou this coast than it 
is in a country where there is raia in 
Summer. The soil in an old forest 
consists of decayed leaves and dry 
twigs many feet deep often. The up 
per portion of this rich vegetable mold 
becomes very dry in Summer, and 
when a fire is kindled the soil is con- 
sumed as well as the trees. This de. 
stroys all the young shoots and seed 

lings which are springing up and 
which would eventually replace the 
forest.

LASSENS NEW TOWN. 

Lake Irrigating Scheme. 
The town of Belfast, laid out by 
Merrill and Marker, who are running 
the Eagle Lake tunnel, has now over 
2,000 shade trees planted along the 
line of streets, and water has been 
conducted to the town-site. It is 54 
miles from the present terminus of the 


Nevada & Oregon railrcad, which will 
have a depot there next Summer. A 
hotel 18 being built, together with a 
blacksmith shop and store, and several 
families bave already taken up their 
residence in the new town. The rail- 
road will not touch the county scat, 
Susanville, a thriving mountain town, 
which has renewed itself since the late 
‘fire, and now contains many good 
buildings. Susanville has a good 
future, however, as it is surrounded 


by a thriving agricultural population. 


The railroad will open up a fine belt of 
timber and agricultural laod, and 
will greatly contribute to the settle- 
ment of Lassen county.
